His son, Juan Leguia, also has 
been arrested, and taken to San 
Lorenzo Prison, where the elder 
Leguia, while President, confined 
most of his political enemies. 

Both were placed under strong 
guard commanded by Lieut. Alfon- 
so Llosa, one of the men Leguia 
imprisoned there. He was released 
this week. with advent of the new 
regime. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Sanchez Cerro, 
new military President of the re- 
public, said that severe punishment 
was contemplated for the former 
President and others adjudged by 
the military junta he heads of hav- 
ing misused the nation’s finances. 

Sanchez Cerro also said that 
Harold B. Grow, American naval 
reserve officer who has been in 
charge of t'e Peruvian Air Force, 
would be prosecuted by courtmar- 
tial for his support of Leguia.

Farmer, to Obtain Help, 

Must Make Acceptable Fi- 
nancial Statement or Give 
Chattel Mortgage.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—To fa- 


cilitate the recommended forma- 
tion of agricultural credit corpora- 
tions for drouth relief, the Federal 
Farm Loan Board and the 12 In- 
termediate Credit Banks have pre- 
pared model incorporation papers 
drawn under. the various State 
laws, together with blank forms 
necessary for a corporation to start 
business. 

Organized under State law, with 


satisfactory capital and manage- 
ment, the corporations may obtain 
loans from the Intermediate Credit 
Bank in its district. 

Paul Bestor, commissioner of the 
Federal Farm Loan Board, which 
supervises the Intermediate Credit 
Banks, said it was desirable that 
the capital stock of the discount- 
ing corporation be invested in 
liquid securities such as Govern- 
ment bonds or Federal Land Bank 
bonds and that they be pledged 
with the Intermediate Credit Bank 
as collateral for all obligations of 
the crédit corporation to the bank. 

The corporation usually § selis 
farmers’ indorsed noteg to the bank 
to the extent of six to eight times 
its own paid in and unimpaired 
capital and surplus, 

To obtain a loan, it was ex- 
plained, the farmer must be able 
to make an acceptable financial 
statement or give a chattel mort- 
gage. The cost of these loans to the 
borrower will be six to six and one- 
half per cent including the present 
interest rate to the Intermediate 
Credit Banks of four per cent. 

Also, the Intermediate Credit 
Banks make direct loans to farm- 
ers’ co-operative marketing organ- 
izations on warehouse receipts rep- 
resenting staple agricultural com- 
modities stored in acceptable 
warehouses.

~ ON ISLAND, SAVANT THINKS 


Dr. Hoel Points Out Marooned Balloonist-Ex- 
plorer and Companions Had Guns and 
Plenty of Provisions. |

. TRQMSOE, Norway, Aug. 30.— 
Mrs. Kathinka Horn, mother of the 
Arctic explorer,.Dr. Horn, this aft- 
ernoon gave the Associated Press 


2 copy of a letter her son sent her 
from the ship Bratvaag through 
Capt. Jensen of the sealer Ternin- 
gen, telling her of the finding of 
the body of the Arctic balloonist- 
explorer Andree. 

The letter bore the date “Be- 
tween Victoria Island and Franz 
Josef Land, 8-8-30, 11:00 p.m.” 
The letter reads: 

“Dear Mother in haste, these 
lines sent with Terningen of Trom- 
soe. Up to now everything has 
gone according to program. 

“We haye found Andree on 
White Island. Further informa- 
tion about this and about expedi- 
tion I have sent to the office. 
“With many greetings from 
Gunnar.” 

The office to which Dr. Horn re- 
fers is that of the Spitzbergen Mis- 
sion to which he is attached.

OSLO, Norway, Aug. 30. — A 
theory that Salomon Auguste An- 
dree, Swedish balloonist-explorer, 
lived for two years on ice-caked 
White Island in the futile hope of 
rescue before he died is enter- 
tained by Dr. Adolf Hoel, head of 
the Norwegian Government Re- 
search Office in Spitzbergen. 


“T consider it possibile,” he said, 
“that Andree and his colleagues 
might have been alive for from 
one to two years. They were well 
equipped with provisions, guns and 
munitions. So it was possible for 
therm to kill walruses, which were 
abundant on the island. There 
were also many birds there. 

“at the time when Andree start- 
ed in'his balloon there was ve«y 
little drifting ice around the 
island. This should exclude the 
theory that the balloon. came 
down farther north and that An- 
dree and his comrades. tramped 
across the ice to White Isiand.” 

Arctic dispatches today said &@ 
great bank of white fog had de- 
scended over the entire area where 
the sealer Bratvaag. bearing the 
bodies of Andree and his two com- 
panions, is supposed to be. 

In addition to the danger which 
this may indicate for the sealer it- 
self, considerable concern was felt 
that vessels searching for the craft 
to put doctors and _ scientists 
aboard and arrange for preserva- 
tion of the bodies before it reaches 
a warmer climate might not find 
the Bratvaag and have to return 
to Tromsoe : 

An intermittent broadcast to the 
sealer is being made by Norwegian 
naval vessels In the hope that the 
boat's radio receiving set will pick 
up a message asking that it pro- 
ceed to a given Arctic position to 
meet the other boats.

A Coroner’s verdict of homicide 
holding Russe!l Lyons, 35 years old, 
under $2000 bond for the grend 
jury was returned Inst night at Al- 
ton in the killing of his neighbor, 
Henry Leyser, 45. 

Leyser died Wednesday of a bul- 
let wound of the left “lung in- 
flicted Monday nicht bw § Lyons 
when, according to testimony, Ley- 
ser was driving away a dog and 
Lyons’ sister, returning from her 
work as a telephone operator, told 
Lyons someone was prowling near 
their garage. 

Testimony differed as to whether 
Leyser was on his neighbor's prop- 
erty or a third lot which borderer 
both. Police and relatives of the 
two men agreed that it was too 
dark for Lyons to recognize his 
neighbor and that the families had 
peen on casually friendly terms. 

Miss Leona Lyons testified Ley- 
ser, whom she did not recognize, 
appeared to be trying to get be- 
tween her and the house and,that 
she ran into her home and sum- 
moned her brother. She sald she 
could discern  Leyser but vaguely, 
and that he appeared to be crouch - 
ing. 

Lyons testified in his own de- 
fense that he obtained his revolver 
and went outside. He said he saw 
aman about 10 fect back of his ga 
rage, well on his land, and called, 
“Who's there?” He related that, 
when the man made no response 
and seemed to crouch, he fired 
three times. The figure disap- 
peared in the weeds, he said, and, 
waiting aifd getting no response 
when he called, “Get out of there,” 
he fired twice into the weeds. 

Miss Regina \Leyser testified 
her brother, returning to their 
home after the shotg awakened 
her, told her he was “down under 
the apple tree’ chasing the dog, 
which had annoyed them for sev- 
eral nights. The apple tree is 
some distance back of the Lyons 
property and from the Leyser 
property as well. 

“I don't know. I haven't any 
idea,” she said Leyser told her 
when she asked why his neighbor 
had shot him. “He said, “Get 
out,’ and I answered, ‘I am not on 
your place.’ “Before I could say 
anything more, he shot me.” 

Policeman W. R.. Gibson, who 
said he had known Leyser for 
years, testified that Leyser said 
he didn’t know when the police- 
man asked why he had been on 
Lyons’ property and replied sim- 
ilarly when Gibson asked why he 
had not answered Lyons’ call.

STREET RAILWAYS AND CITY. 
Professing its earnest desire to buy new street 
cars and busses, the Public Service Co., in an article 
in its Transit News, would have the car riders under- 
stand it is prevented from carrying out its worthy 
purpose by inability to borrow money to pay for the 
vehicles. 


It states that more than a year ago it prepared 
| specification for 110 modern cars and called for bids 
| from manufacturers, but was unable to borrow money 
on favorable terms to pay for them. The impression 
is given that the bankers refused credit “until the 
company reached some agreement with the city as 
to its right to operate in the streets.” The article 
, comtinues: 


| The Public Service Company does want to buy 
| both street cars and busses for the improrement 


| and speeding of service in St. Louis. It awaits 
only the necessary agreement with the city. 
' Of course a corporation of the stripe of the Public 


: Service Co. would not hesitate to use such an argu- 


ment in its campaign to obtain a new franchise 
which would enable further exploitation of the street 
railway system for the benefit of the speculators who 
control it. 

But the people of St. Louis will not be fooled by 
this specious plea. The Post-Dispatch on Dec. 6, 
1929, told how the practice of street railways 
today is to buy equipment on installments, or what 
is known as the trust certificate plan. Under this 
plan manufacturers sell cars and busses, the operator 
to pay for them by monthly or quarterly installments 
ouf of earnings, the purchase price to be amortized 
usually in five years, but sometimes seven years. The 
operator pays 6 per cent interest plus a discount 
which the manufacturer has to absorb when he re 
sells the notes to his banker. 

As to an operating agreement, it is accepted at the 
City Hall that the Public Service Co. has a franchise 
good until 1939, and the company claims one expiring 
in 1948. Taking the earlier date, the company has 
a franchise for another nine years, considerably longer 
than the period for amortizing purchases of equip- 
ment on the installment plan. ; 

Hence lack of an operating “agreement cannot be 
the real obstacle to the purchase of needed new cars 
and busses. The thing for the company to do is to 
purchase from time to time such new equipment as it 
can pay for out of earnings, gradually replacing the 
older equipment. It is not likely to do this, how- 
ever, for if it did it would destroy what it considers

According to Dominick & Dominick, 
contracts for new construction of ships over 1000 
gross tons placed during the first six months of 1930 
t&Haled $54,000,000 and called for the construction of 
15 ocean-going ships, as compared with contracts to- 
taling $74,000,000 covering 26 ocean-going ships dur- 
ing the year 1929. In the program for the remain- 
der of the year is the construction of two “super- 
Leviathans” for the United States Jdmes. Further 
evidence of increased activity is that four major ship- 


building companies were employing 19,812 men as of 
May 1, as compared with 16,849 on July 1, 1929. 
Responsibility for this condition is traceable, of 
course, to the Jones-White merchant marine act. That 
act authorizes the Shipping Board to make low-inter- 


construction. It also grants what amounts to a 
subsidy in the form of mail contracts to snips flying 
the American flag. This Government aid is advanced 
to enable American shipping lines, which must pay 
higher wages to crews and provide better working 
conditions, to compete with foreign lines. Ship owners 
claim that, without a Government subsidy, it would 
be impossible to operate at a profit. 

Coincigentally, the Government is withdrawing 
from the shipping business which it entered during 
the war. Twenty of the 38 lines which the Shipping 
Board once operated have been sold to private com- 
panies. Efforts are being made to dispose of the re- 
maining 18 lines operating 184 ships, and certainly 
the generous terms of the Jones-White act should fa- 
cilitate the sale.

Members of the Missouri State 
Drouth Relief Committee after 
their second meeting in St. Louis 
yesterday afternoon told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that only two 
principal méanhs of relief for the 
jarge area of the State affected by 
the drouth appeared to be avail- 
able. 
| These are agricultural loans for 
those who can put up land, live- 
stock, farm products or other ac- 
ceptable security, and Red Cross 
aid for those who cannot deal 
through commercial channels. The 
extent to which the Red Cross can 
be of assistance has not been de- 
termined. 

Some ordinary banks in the 
drouth area may be able to handle 
additional farm loans, the com- 
mittee members believe, but many 
banks will be unable to extend any 
further credit to farmers, having 
reached the safe limit of their re- 
sources and being unable to carry 
the loans for the long terms that 
may be required. 

Co-Operative Fiscal 

Under the circumstances, it was 
stated generally by the drouth 
committeemen, the best means of 
financing available is through the 
organization of co-operative fiscal 
agencies ip loca] farming commun- 
ities. These will be able to redis- 
count their paper with the Federal 
Intermediate Credit Bank or other 
institutions, which can handle a 
volume from five to 10 times the 
amount of capital of the co-oper- 
ative. A co-operative may . be 
formed with a minimum of $10,000 
capital; it was remarked at yester- 
day’s meeting that a co-operative 
with $25,000 capital and successful 
in getting rediscount for the maxi- 
mum of 10 times that would be in 
a position to make a real showing 
in financing an agricultural com- 
munity. 

While capital for co-operatives 
would be raised locally, primarily, 
it is believed that as the need 
arose part might come from _  §8t. 
Louis, Kansas City ro other finan- 
cial centers. One committeeman 
expressed the view that it would 
be a philanthropic act to subscribe 
for co-operative stock, but some of 
the others were inclined to regard 
it is a straight business proposi- 
tion.

Next will come the mat- 
ter of feeding mil¢h cows and work 
stock and after that the general 
question of rehabilitation through 
credit. 

27 County Committees. 

The Drouth Committee so far 
has confined itself to surveying 
and analyzing the situation in Mis- 
souri and naming the counties 
where extensive relief is needed. 
These counties will have their own 
local relief committees, 27 of them 
having been set up by the State 
group yesterday. 

When the State committee or- 
ganized a week ago it selected 46 
Missouri counties as the ones hard- 
est hit by the drouth. Yesterday it 
decided to increase the list to 62. 
coinciding with the area covered by 
the records of Secretary of Agri- 
culture Hyde. County committees 
are to be formed in all and _ re- 
quests for aid and detailed’ infor- 
mation will be referred to these

MISSING LILIES OF PAPAL 
COACH FOUND AFTER 26 YEARS 
Golden Ornaments That Disap- 
peared at Milan Discovered 
in Carriage Itself.

VATICAN CITY, Aug. 30.—The 
golden lilies which used to adorn 
the papal coach, and which were 
lost and believed stolen 26 years 
ago, have been found inside the 


gala carriage itself after long 
vearch elsewhere proved fruitless. 

An employe of the papal stables 
where there are now no horses, 
discovered the big bronze pieces 
everlaid with gold leaf under a 
seat facing the throne, which was 
placed in the rear of the historic 
vehicle. 

The golden carriage left the Vat- 
fean in 1906 to be exhibited in a 
transportation show at Milan, with 
a smaller coach of the papal 
court. At the close of the exposi- 
tion the larger coach was found to 
have been considerably damaged. 
It was believed some fanatical per- 
son had marred it and the lilies 
were missing.

MEANS U.S. OWNERSHIP 


Short Line Representative Cen- 
sures Measure Amending 
Profit Recapture Act.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Con- 
flicting views of the Howell bill to 
amend the transportation act, sub- 
mitted by the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce, railroad execu- 
tives and others, were made public 


today by the Senate. Interstate 
Commerce Committee. 

Ben B. Cain asserted on behalf 
of the American Short Lines Rail- 
road Association that the Howell 
proposal for altering the recapture 
of excess earnings clause of the 
act “in its final analysis would 
seem to open the door to Govern- 
ment ownership.” 

Donald R. Richberg, Chicago at- 
torney speaking for the national 
council on valuation of American 
railroads, said fear of the bills’ 
opening the way to Government 
ownership “seems unwarranted.” 

The bill »y Senator Howell 
(Rep.) of Nebraska, would provide 
recapture by the Government of 
half the railroads’ earnings above 
five per cent, with investment of 
these funds under a “public invest- 
ment” account. The measure also 
would provide for establishment of 
group rate bases, distinct from the 
valuation of roads which is now in 
progress through the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

Chairman Couzens of the Senate 
Committee requested opinions on 
the bill in anticipation of an ex- 
tended hearing early this fall. The 
Chamber of Commerce favors some 
features of the bill. 

“Insofar as the provision (for 
the public investment account) is 
Getermined to involve Government 
ownership in the railroad field,” 
the chamber statement said, “‘it 
would seem that the mémbership 
in our organization which have re- 
peatedly expressed their opposition. 
to Government ownership as well 
as Government operation of rail- 
roads, as not in the true public 
interest, would undoubtedly want 
the fullest opportunity for presen- 
tation of their views in opposiion.”’ 

Alfred Thom, president of the 
National Association of Railway 
Executives, said the proposed rate 
bases would have a “constitutional 
weakness.” He added that “so 
long as it is the policy of Con- 
gress to authorize the recapture 
of what is termed excess earnings 
it will be necessary that true value 
be known.” 

The National Association of 
Owners of Railroads and public 
utility securities sald the ‘bill 
seemed to be “undertaking to avoid 
the effect of the Supreme Court 
decision,”’ in the St. Louis and 
O'Fallon case. 

The National Industrial Traffic 
Léague, composed of shippers, said 
the bill “‘would not result in clear- 
ing the atmosphere or abating the 
uncertainties which confront busi- 
ness and shippers today.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 30.— 
The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission is charged with inconsist- 
ency in rulings on its lack of juris- 
diction over motorbus lines that 
form part of a city transportation 
system in a motion filed yesterday 
by the St. Louis Public Service Co. 
for a rehearing of a case in which 
a State bus permit was denied the 
company. 

The allegation of inconsistency is 
based on the commission's refusai 
to consider one application by the 
company for a bus permit, on the 
ground that the Commission had no 
jurisdiction over the company’s 
busses, but assumed jurisdiction of 
another bus application by the 
company, and denied a permit, aft- 
er considering the case on its mer- 
its. 

The company asked for a rehear- 
ing of the case in which the Com- 
mission Aug. 15 granted the Red 
Line Service Inc., a permit to oper- 
ute a bus line between Wellston 


rand the Overland District, St. Louis 


County, despite the fact the Red 
Line Co. had been violating the 
State bus law by operating over the 
route for nearly two years without 
a permit, and denied applications 
of the St. Louis Public Service Co. 
and the Interurban Motor Bus, 
Inc., for permits to use the same 
route. 

The Public Service Co. applica- 
tion was not denied upon grounds 
of lack of jurisdiction, but on the 
ground that people of the district 
wanted the Red Line service and 
were opposed to granting a certifi- 
cate to the Public Service Co, be- 
cause they feared the service would 
be abandoned if the returns were 
not satisfactory. 

The Commission also dismissed 
an application by the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. for a State per- 
mit for a bus line on Watson road 
in St. Louls, on the ground it had 
no jurisdiction over the company's 
busses. 

Refusal to assume furisdiction in 
that case was based upon a pro- 
vision of the State bus regulatory 
law that it shall not be construed 
to apply to busses operating over 
regular routes in a city and adja- 
cent suburban territory, where 
such busses form a part of a 
transportation system, the major 
part of which is within a city. 

The street railway company has 
contended the Commission does 
have jurisdiction over ita busses, 
in an effort to take the present 
control of these bus lines away 
fr the city of St. Louls and 

e it with the Commission, 
along with the company’s street 
car property. The Commiasion has 
refused to accept this contention 
in two different cases, and has 
refused to grant a rehearing in the 
Watson road case. The company 
is likely to appeal to the courts. 

Members of the Commission

Cultivating Confidence. 

CHILD needs above everything 

to feel confident of himself. 

He must stand well in his own 
esteem if he is to develop his own 
best capabilities and become a hap- 
py, effective person. 

The funny, delightful things that 
children do and say make amusing 
anecdotes which we are tempted 
to tell to our friends. 

We must be careful; however, 
never to do this if there is a re- 
mofe possibility that they will hear 
for there is perhaps nothing more 
devastating to a child than to 
think that he has made himself 
ludicrous. 

When it is necessary for us to 
criticise we must do it construc- 
tively, emphasizing what the child 
has done well, implying his short- 
comings only by our suggestion as 
to how he may do better. We 
should make our criticisms objec- 
tive. : 

In praise, it is wise to draw the 
child's attention ‘to the thing he 
has done well, not to himself. In 
critisicsm, we should point out the 
thing he has done wrong, as a thing 
outside of himself, a mistake, an 
unfortunate happening, not as a 
part of his character. 

Perhaps the most important ele- 
ment in keeping a child's confi- 
dence in himself intact is in pro- 
viding him with genuine security in 
his home. He must be sure with- 
out giving the matter a moment's 
thought thet his home rests on «a 
solid foundation. ) 

When he has reason to doubt the 
stability of his parents’ relation 
to each other, when he is permit- 
ted to feel the reverberations of 
their economic struggle, his funda- 
mental sense of security is threat- 
ened. . 

He must be sure too of his par- 
ents’ love for him. They may cen- 
sure, they may punish, they may 
be disappointed in him and angry 
sometimes, but never for a moment 
must he have reason to fee) that 
they have ceased to love him.
